Alvarez 
changes  plea

The  40-year-old 
Cynthiana  woman 
accused  of  shooting  her 
husband  in  the  crotch 
nearly  a  year  ago 
changed  her  not  guilty 
plea  to  guilty  on  an 
amended  charge.

Adult  teen  charged  in  sex  case

A  Cynthiana  teen  has  been 
charged  with  multiple  offens¬ 
es  after  allegedly  sent  sexually 
explicit  phone  messages  to  a 
14-year-old  girl. 

According  to  Sgt.  Wilbur 
Gross  of  the  Cynthiana 
Police  Department,  19-year- 
old  Matthew  Honeycutt  was 
arrested  in  Laurel  County  on 
a  16-count  warrant  for  alleg¬ 
edly  sending  messages  and 
seeking  sex  from  the  girl. 

Gross  said  the  issue  came  to 


the  police 
department 
on  Dec.  20 
when  the 
juvenile’s 
father 
found  inap¬ 
propriate 
photo¬ 
graphs 
on  his 
daughter’s 
cell  phone 
that  had  been  sent  on  Dec.  19. 
The  messages  allegedly  origi¬ 


nated  from  Honeycutt,  who 
is  the  father  of  the  juvenile’s 
3-month-old  baby. 

There  were  also  messages 
sent  from  the  female  juvenile 
to  Honeycutt,  Gross  said, 
who  also  noted  that  the  juve¬ 
nile  told  police  that  she  and 
Honeycutt  had  been  together 
sexually  since  the  birth  of 
their  child,  despite  a  judge’s 
ruling  to  stay  away  from  the 
girl.. 

On  Dec.  17,  Honeycutt  was 
court  ordered  to  have  no  con¬ 


tact  with  the  juvenile  after 
he  pleaded  guilty  to  unlawful 
transaction  with  a  minor  in 
Harrison  District  Court. 

On  Dec.  20,  police  served  a 
search  warrant  on  Honeycutt 
to  seize  the  text  messages 
that  were  one  his  cell  phone. 
However,  he  allegedly  told 
police  the  messages  had 
already  been  deleted. 

The  messages  were 
retrieved  from  the  juvenile’s 
phone.

Clay  Darnell  is  making  his  name 
known  in  tractor  pulling  arena

It’s  not  easy  losing  to  the 
young  gun...  but  Clay  Darnell 
doesn’t  mind  being  the  young 
gun. 

Some  have  won  their  respec¬ 
tive  county  fair  beauty  pag¬ 
eants  or  class  spelling  contest 
in  the  fourth  grade. 

However,  few  teens  can  boast 
a  national  title. 

Clay  Darnell,  20,  was  merely 
19  years  old  when  he  claimed 
his  first  of,  hopefully,  many 
national  tractor  pulling  titles. 

No  stranger  to  the  pulling 
sport,  Clay  came  from  a  family 
who  lived  and  breathed  pulling 
tractors. 

“I  started  pulling  back  in 
the  70’s,”  laughed  Clay’s  father 


Mac.  “I  never  dreamed  he 
would  take  to  it  the  way  he 
has.” 

Since  Clay  was  old  enough  to 
climb  into  his  father’s  truck,  he 
has  been  by  his  side  learning 
the  ropes  eventually  used  to 
create  his  own  success. 

“I  always  enjoyed  being 
around  pulling,”  said  Clay.  “I 
guess  you  could  say  that  it  has 
kindda  come  natural  to  me.” 

Clay  began  his  still  young 
career  in  2008  when  his  par¬ 
ents  signed  for  him  to  enter 
the  Ohio  River  Valley  Tractor 
Pullers  Association. 

At  his  second  meet,  Clay 
walked  away  with  his  first  vic¬ 
tory. 

In  2012,  Clay  entered  in  the 


Lucas  Oil  Pro  Pulling  League, 
the  same  league  that  his  father 
pulls  in. 

The  pulls  cover  states  such 
as  Illinois,  Indiana,  Ohio  and 
Kentucky. 

“We  both  are  in  the  9,300 
pound  super  farm  class,”  said 
Clay.  “I  am  pulling  with  dad’s 
old  tractor  and  he  has  a  new 
one  that  is  very  similar  to 
mine.” 

While  aboard  his  1486 
International,  Clay  went  on  to 
win  three  of  the  12  events  in 
the  pro  series  in  2012  giving 
him  enough  points  to  claim  the 
national  title  at  19  years  of  age. 

“I  am  the  youngest  national 
winner,”  said  Clay.  “I  also  won

Sexual 
abuse  trial 
date  moved

A  trial  date  for  the 
Harrison  County  man 
charged  with  sexually 
abusing  four  children 
in  northern  Harrison 
County  has  been 
rescheduled. 

Donald  Silcox  was 
originally  to  stand  trial 
Jan.  24  on  three  counts 
of  sodomy  in  the  first 
degree  (victim  less  than 
12  years  old),  four  counts 
of  use  of  a  minor  in  a 
sexual  performance  and 
first  degree  sexual  abuse 
(victim  less  than  12 
years  old). 

His  jury  trial  has  been 
moved  to  March  22  at  9 
a.m.  in  Harrison  Circuit 
Court. 

A  final  pretrial  confer¬ 
ence  in  the  case  will  be 
held  March  19. 

Silcox  was  arrested  on 
June  9  at  his  Kelat  home 
following  a  Kentucky 
State  Police  investiga¬ 
tion. 

The  children,  rang¬ 
ing  in  age  from  5  to  9 
years  old,  were  occa¬ 
sionally  left  in  Silcox’s 
care.  Police  interviewed 
the  children  and  Silcox 
prior  to  making  the 
arrest. 

According  to  Kentucky 
law,  first  degree  sexual 
abuse  is  a  Class  C  felony 
when  the  victim  is  under 
12  years  old.  A  Class 
C  felony  is  punishable 
with  not  less  than  20 
years  in  prison  nor  more 
than  50  years  or  life. 

First  degree  sodomy 
(deviate  sexual  inter¬ 
course)  is  a  Class  A 
felony  when  the  victim 
is  under  12  years  old. 
Penalty,  if  found  guilty, 
is  not  less  than  five 
years  in  prison  nor  more 
than  10  years.

Power  of  a  soggy  stamp 


Twenty  years  ago  this 
year  we  had  a  devastat¬ 
ing  storm  blow  through 
our  area  that  we  call  the 
No-Name  Storm. 

I  hadn’t  thought  about 
it  in  a  while,  but  the 
other  day  a  woman  came 
into  the  newspaper  office 
and  mentioned  it.  She 
still  lives  in  one  of  the 
hardest  hit  areas. 

When  she  left,  I  start¬ 
ed  thinking  about  that 
storm  and  its  aftermath. 
For  many  people  around 
here  it  was  our  area’s 
Hurricane  Sandy  or  a 
mini  Hurricane  Katrina, 
blowing  in  and  surpris¬ 
ing  everyone,  wreaking 
havoc. 

Afterwards,  people 
sprang  into  action  to 
help  those  whose  homes 
were  damaged.  I  wanted 
to  help,  too. 

I  had  learned  that  a 
dear  man  from  my 
church,  Joe  Koch,  needed 
help  at  his  house,  so  I  set 
out  with  visions  of  being 
Greatly  Used  by  God.  I 
imagined  myself  ripping

out  drywall  and  putting 
up  sheetrock  and  com¬ 
forting  Joe  with  “psalms 
and  spiritual  songs,”  as 
the  Bible  says. 

However,  by  the  time 
I  got  to  his  house  that 
day,  a  crew  had  already 
been  there  and  finished 
all  the  stuff  I  had  wanted 
to  do.  Desperate  to  help, 
I  looked  around  Joe’s 
house,  but  all  I  could  find 
was  a  pile  of  wet  post¬ 
age  stamps  on  the  desk 
and  Joe  sitting  nearby 
not  saying  much  of  any¬ 
thing. 

So,  I  stood  next  to  Joe 
making  feeble  chit-chat, 
peeling  sheets  of  wet 
stamps  apart.  As  I  set 


them  out  to  dry,  I  bab¬ 
bled  on  and  on  about 
how  he  could  reuse 
them  with  a  bit  of  glue, 
blah,  blah,  blah. 

Joe  continued  not 
saying  much,  and  most¬ 
ly  just  nodded.  When 
I  finished  my  stamp 
peeling,  I  left  feeling 
like  a  failure. 

I  was  also  a  little 
ticked  at  God  because 
I  had  wanted  to  be  help¬ 
ful  and  useful,  which,  if 
you  know  me,  isn’t  my 
usual  M.O.  Since  want¬ 
ing  to  help  comes  so 
infrequently  to  me,  I  had 
hoped  it  would  be  some¬ 
thing  big  and  showy,  but 
all  I  ended  up  doing  was 
playing  around  with  wet 
postage  stamps.  How 
ordinary.  How  average. 

Except  —  it  turned 
out  not  to  be  ordinary  to 
Joe.  Weeks  later  I  found 
out  that  he  had  told 
EVERYBODY  how  much 
I  had  helped  him  that  day. 
That  he  had  been  almost 
in  despair,  but  his  turn¬ 
ing  point  came  when  I 


stopped  to  talk  to  him 
and  peel  his  wet  stamps. 

I  still  think  about  that 
a  lot,  about  how  what  I 
tend  to  think  is  useful 
and  helpful  is  usually  not 
what  God  thinks  is  use¬ 
ful.  I  think  usefulness  is 
being  grand  and  inspir¬ 
ing,  preferably  with  an 
audience. 

But  that’s  not  how  God 
works. 

In  the  Sermon  on  the 
Mount,  Jesus  told  his 
followers,  “When  you 
give  to  the  needy,  do  not 
announce  it  with  trum¬ 
pets,  as  the  hypocrites  do 
in  the  synagogues  and  on 
the  streets,  to  be  honored 
by  others.  Truly  I  tell  you, 
they  have  received  their 
reward  in  full.  But  when 
you  give  to  the  needy, 
do  not  let  your  left  hand 
know  what  your  right 
hand  is  doing,  so  that 
your  giving  may  be  in 
secret.  Then  your  Father, 
who  sees  what  is  done  in 
secret,  will  reward  you” 
(Matthew  6:2-4). 

God  uses  ordinary 


and  common  and  deeds 
done  unaware  to  do  the 
extraordinary.  A  little 
boy’s  lunch  of  bread  and 
a  couple  fishes,  in  the 
hands  of  Jesus  once  fed 
thousands. 

A  smile,  a  kind  word  or 
gesture,  if  God  chooses  to 
use  it,  a  simple,  ordinary 
gesture  has  the  power  to 
change  the  course  of  a 
person’s  life. 

People’s  lives  are 
rocked  by  storms  all 
the  time,  and  people 
want  to  help.  But  as  I’ve 
observed,  when  it  comes 
to  how  God  works,  often 
the  greatest  help  isn’t 
always  from  the  biggest, 
grandest  gestures. 

That’s  because  some¬ 
times  people  want  to  help 
in  order  to  help  their 
own  image.  If  I’m  hon¬ 
est,  I  wanted  to  help  Joe 
by  ripping  out  soggy  dry- 
wall  and  speaking  awe¬ 
some  words  of  wisdom 
because  it  would  feel 
good  and  I  would  look 
awesome  doing  it. 

I’m  exactly  who  Jesus 


had  in  mind  when  he 
talked  about  people 
trumpeting  their  good 
deeds  in  public. 

Instead,  God  seems  to 
prefer  using  people  most 
when  they’re  least  aware 
of  it.  When  they’re  just 
doing  ordinary  stuff 
like  peeling  wet  stamps, 
offering  a  listening  ear, 
sharing  a  lunch. 

These  small  gestures, 
these  simple,  seemingly 
inconsequential  acts  of 
mercy  and  kindness,  if 
God  is  in  them,  if  he  has 
ordained  them,  they  are 
great  and  glorious.

Daniels  will  be  join¬ 
ing  the  Harrison  County 
Sheriff’s  Department 
as  deputy  to  replace 
the  retiring  Dep.  Steve 
McCauley. 

Brunker  asked  that 
the  city  advertise  to 
hire  a  police  officer  for 
Daniels’  replacement. 

In  other  business,  the 
commission: 

•Accepted  the  resigna¬ 
tion  of  part-time  tele¬ 
communicator  Amiee 
Davis  and  agreed  to 
advertise  for  her  replace¬ 


ment. 

•Heard  Marilyn  Bell 
request  that  the  city 
turn  over  the  lease  of 
the  Handy  House  to  the 
Committee  to  save  the 
Handy  House.  She  said 
the  Historical  Society 
has  the  lease  but  wants 
to  give  that  up. 

Mayor  Steve  Moses 
said  the  issue  will  be 
considered. 

•Heard  Lanny  Brittain 
of  Ray,  Foley,  Hensley 
and  Co.  give  a  presenta¬ 
tion  regarding  the  city’s 
audit. 

•Heard  a  presentative 
from  the  new  Chamber 
of  Commerce  president 
James  Smith. 

•Heard  City  Attorney 
John  Lair  explain  that 
since  the  city  had  not 
received  any  bids  for 
surplus  new  flooring 
that  it  could  dispose 
of  the  excess  in  a  com¬ 
mercially  reasonable 
manner.

The  Harrison  County 
Fiscal  Court  remains 
stumped  on  the  issue 
of  when  and  where  the 
Harrison  County  Clerk’s 
office  should  be  moved 
to. 

Once  again  the  fiscal 
court  has  mixed  feelings 
about  the  issue  of  what 
to  do  with  the  clerk’s 
office. 

An  estimate  was  pre¬ 
sented  to  the  court  by 
RBS  Design  Group  for 
renovating  the  court¬ 
house,  which  would 
create  enough  room  to 
house  the  clerk’s  office. 

“The  estimate  was 
around  $2  million  for  a 
complete  renovation  of 
the  courthouse,”  said 
Harrison  County  Judge- 


Executive  Alex  Barnett. 
“The  courthouse  is  in 
bad  shape  on  the  inside 
and  maybe  this  would 
be  a  way  of  killing  two 
birds  with  one  stone.” 

The  total  renovation 
would  include  “gutting” 
the  entire  building  and 
updating  most  of  the 
plumbing,  wiring  and 
basement. 

Some  magistrates 
felt  that  the  proposed 
amount  seemed  high 
considering  that  no 
addition  to  the  building 
was  foreseen. 

“That  kind  of  money 
and  nothing  being  built 
seems  high,”  said  mag¬ 
istrate  Larry  Wells. 
“You  could  almost  build 
a  new  building  for  that 
kind  of  money  instead 


of  using  it  to  renovate 
an  old  building.” 

Magistrate  Frank 
Henson  agreed  that  the 
amount  was  high,  how¬ 
ever,  he  expressed  the 
urgency  to  act  quickly. 

“Right  now  inter¬ 
est  rates  are  low  and  I 
am  not  for  going  into 
debt  but  if  you  have  to 
now  is  the  time  to  do 
it,”  explained  Henson. 
“Either  we  take  care  of 
the  problem  or  build 
a  new  building  for  the 
clerk  and  tear  down 
the  courthouse.  There 
is  no  need  to  keep  it  if 
we  don’t  want  to  spend 
money  on  it.” 

The  court  agreed  to 
once  again  table  the 
motion  until  a  further 
date. 


Also  discussed  was 
the  need  to  include  the 
Parks  and  Recreation 
into  the  county’s  bud¬ 
get. 

The  addition  of  Parks 
and  Recreation  will  call 
for  the  county  to  include 
an  additional  $70,570  in 
the  budget. 

“Remember  that  half 
of  this  will  be  paid  back 
by  the  city,”  explained 
magistrate  Missy  Lutz. 
“We  have  to  include  it  in 
the  budget  or  we  cannot 
pay  the  bills.” 

All  magistrates, 
minus  magistrate 
Bradley  Copes,  voted  to 
include  the  Parks  and 
Recreation  in  the  bud¬ 
get.

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Misleading  farmers  and 
taxpayers 

To  the  editor: 

A  recent  article  headlined  that  Tobacco  buyout 
money  is  still  leading  Harrison  County  farm  subsi¬ 
dies  is  totally  misleading  to  area  farmers  and  taxpay¬ 
ers. 

The  payments  are  for  the  repeal  of  the  price  sup¬ 
port  and  quota  program,  not  a  subsidy. 

Subsidy  is  defined  as  aid  directly  granted  by  gov¬ 
ernment  to  be  deemed  beneficial  to  the  public. 

The  Tobacco  Transition  Payment  Program  (TTPP) 
was  established  to  assist  tobacco  quota  holders  and 
producers  in  the  transition  to  free  market.  It  ended 
the  tobacco  quota  program  in  exhcange  for  payments 
which  are  fundd  entirely  by  assessments  on  tobacco 
manufacturers  and  importers.  The  TTPP  repealed 
marketing  quotas,  and  price  support  programs  whch 
had  been  in  effect  since  1938  in  exchange  for  the  pay¬ 
ments. 

Payments  made  to  farmers  over  the  10  year  period 
all  come  from  the  Tobacco  Trust  Fund.  The  Trust 
Fund  revenues  are  generated  by  assessments  on 
tobacco  manufacturers  and  importers.  No  tax  dollars 
are  used  for  these  payments. 

In  addition  direct  commodity  payments  are  pri¬ 
marily  issued  to  the  producers  of  the  crop,  not  the 
landowner. 

I  would  also  question  why  no  information  was 
obtained  from  the  Farm  Service  Agency.  After  all 
that  is  the  office  responsible  for  administering  these 
programs.  Perhaps  the  article  could  have  included 
accurate  subsidies  to  Harrison  County  producers. 

With  misleading  information  of  subsidies  being 
printed  in  a  rural  area,  how  can  farmers  possibly 
defend  themselves  in  metropolitan  areas? 

I  would  also  question  the  purpose  of  listing  the  top 
10  recipients  of  payments.  These  payments  were  not 
a  salary  or  bonus,  they  were  based  on  the  amount  of 
hard  work  they  were  willing  to  perform  and  the  risk 
they  were  willing  to  take.

No  women  allowed,  says  recreation  board

The  Harrison  County 
Recreation  Board  has 
voted  to  not  allow 
women  to  play  in  this 
year’s  church  basketball 
league. 

According  to 
Recreation  Director 
Rick  Chasteen,  the 
basketball  league  was 
meant  to  only  include 
men  due  to  several  fac¬ 
tors  including  safety 

“I  have  never  had  a 
lady  play  in  the  men’s 
basketball  league  in  my 
four  years  here,”  said 
Chasteen.  “We  have 
some  big  men  playing 
and  safety  is  an  issue.” 


Chasteen  also  said 
the  board  would  be 
subjecting  itself  to  the 
possibility  of  sexual 
harassment  complaints 
by  allowing  women  on 
the  court. 

“There  is  the  possibil¬ 
ity  that  a  woman  would 
be  touched  by  accident 
while  on  the  court  and 
she  take  it  offensively,” 
said  Chasteen.  “I  don’t 
see  the  need  to  take  that 
risk.” 

Board  member  Missy 
Lutz  disagreed  with 
Chasteen’s  decision  to 
not  allow  people  to  play 
based  solely  on  their 
gender  or  size. 


“It  was  not  advertised 
as  a  men’s  only  league,” 
said  Lutz.  “It  was  based 
solely  on  her  gender. 

As  for  it  being  a  safety 
issue,  are  you  going  to 
tell  some  90  pound  man 
he  can’t  play  since  he 
might  get  hurt  play¬ 
ing  with  bigger  men? 
Players  know  the  risk 
before  they  walk  onto 
the  court.” 

Lutz  also  pointed 
out  that  several  co-ed 
leagues  are  present  in 
other  counties  without 
there  ever  being  an 
issue. 

“Basing  it  on  some¬ 
one’s  sex  should  never

Calculated  under  the  guidance  of 
The  Leapfrog  Group’s  nine-member 
Blue  Ribbon  Expert  Panel,  the  Hospital 
Safety  Score  uses  26  measures  of  pub¬ 
licly  available  hospital  safety  data  to 
produce  a  single  score  that  represents 


a  hospital’s  overall  capacity  to  keep 
patients  safe  from  infections,  injuries 
and  medical  and  medication  errors.

The  only  thing  colder  than  outside 
Tuesday  night  was  Harrison  County’s 
three-point  shooting  as  a  3-23  performance 
helped  Woodford  County  to  a  66-54  win 
over  the  Thorobreds. 

Harrison  County  spent  the  night  settling 
for  the  three,  which  they  made  one  of  16  of 
after  the  first  period  or  driving  to  the  goal 
in  hopes  of  a  basket  or  a  foul  by  Woodford 
County 

The  first  period  began  the  Thorobreds’ 
misfortunes  as  senior  center  Tyler  Wagner, 
who  was  battling  illness,  could  not  make  a 
go  of  it  after  only  a  few  minutes  and  retired 
in  street  clothes  to  watch  the  game. 

Wagner  had  been  one  of  the  Breds  lead¬ 
ing  scorers  and  rebounders  the  last  several 
games  and  he  was  certainly  missed. 

Woodford  County  outrebounded 
Harrison  County  30-22  for  the  night  in 
Wagner’s  absence. 

“Tyler  being  sick  hurt  us,”  admitted 
Coach  Larry  Kendall.  “He  tried  to  make 
it  but  he  couldn’t  catch  his  breath  and  we 
need  him  to  rest  and  get  ready  for  the  end 
of  the  season” 

Woodford  County’s  two  leading  scorers 
for  the  evening,  junior  guard  Eli  Boggess 
and  senior  center  Chase  Henderlight,  gave 
the  Breds  a  taste  of  what  was  to  come  for 
the  night  in  the  opening  period  as  they 
combined  for  14  of  the  16  Woodford  County 
points  as  the  Yellowjackets  took  a  16-13 
lead  after  one  period  was  played. 

Harrison  County  could  not  overtake  the 


Yellowjackets  for  the  game  after  the  first 
quarter  as  cold  shooting  and  too  many 
three-point  attempts  doomed  the  home 
team. 

They  did  keep  it  close  at  the  half  trailing 
by  only  five,  26-21,  at  the  midway  point.

Breds  rip  Bourbon  County  Friday, 
win  2  OT  match  with  South  Laurel

Two  games  in  two  days 
could  not  have  been  more 
different. 

Friday  night  the 
Thorobreds  traveled  to 
Paris  and  hammered 
the  Bourbon  County 
Colonels,  83-47,  in  a  game 
where  Harrison  County 
could  name  the  score 
and  actually  took  it  easy 
on  the  host  team. 

All  that  the  Colonels 
could  claim  in  a  posi¬ 
tive  manner  from  the 
game  was  that  Charles 
Johnson  was  the  game’s 
leading  scorer  with  25 
points. 

After  Johnson,  the  next 
high  man  for  Bourbon 
County  was  sophomore 
Von  Harris  with  five. 

The  Breds  had  three 
men  in  double  figures, 
led  by  senior  center, 
Tyler  Wagner,  who  had  16 
points  with  fellow  senior 
Jordan  Stubbs  next  with 
13  and  sophomore  DJ 
Hicks  adding  11. 

In  total  15  Harrison 
County  players  got  into 
the  game  and  12  of  them 
scored. 

Wagner  had  10  points 
and  six  rebounds  in 
the  first  period  as  the 
Thorobreds  pulled  away 
to  a  26-9  advantage  by  the 
stanza’s  end. 

By  halftime  the  lead 
had  been  expanded  to 
50-20  with  Harrison 
County  playing  a  multi¬ 
tude  of  lineups  and  try¬ 
ing  some  different  offen¬ 
sive  sets. 

“We  were  aware  of  the 
difficulty  that  the  coach¬ 
ing  staff  has  been  having 
at  Bourbon  County  and 
rather  than  run  the  score 
up  we  tried  to  get  peo¬ 


ple  into  the  game,”  said 
Coach  Larry  Kendall. 
“We  also  wanted  to  run 
some  new  offensive  sets 
but  didn’t  get  much  of  a 
chance  with  the  continu¬ 
ous  clock  starting  in  the 
third  period.” 

The  Breds  had  a 
45-point  lead  at  the  third 
quarter’s  end  and  the 
running  clock  merci¬ 
fully  got  the  game  over 
quickly. 

Wagner  was  also  the 
rebounding  leader  for 
the  Breds  as  he  grabbed 
eight  rebounds. 

Harrison  County  dom¬ 
inated  the  game  with  a 
42-27  rebounding  edge 
and  a  much  better  shoot¬ 
ing  percentage  than 
Bourbon  County,  includ¬ 
ing  a  67  percent  to  33 
percent  advantage  from 
the  charity  stripe. 

The  loss  dropped 
Bourbon  County  to  a  4-13 
record  including  eight 
losses  in  their  last  nine 
games. 

The  Breds  improved  to 
13-5  with  the  win. 

Saturday’s  Martin 
Luther  King  Classic  at 
George  Rogers  Clark  was 
an  old-fashioned  barn 
burner  for  Harrison 
County  and  the  South 
Laurel  Cardinals. 

The  12th  Region 
Cardinals  are  just  get¬ 
ting  healthy  and  were  a 
much  better  team  than 
their  7-10  record  indicat¬ 
ed  at  game  time. 

Harrison  County 
jumped  out  to  an  18-7 
lead  midway  through 
the  first  quarter  and 
appeared  ready  to  make 
short  work  of  the  South 
Laurel  quintet. 

That  was  not  to  be  the 


case  as,  after  senior  guard 
Scott  Kendall  picked  up 
his  second  foul  and  went 
to  the  bench  and  Coach 
Larry  Kendall  made  a 
mass  substitution,  the 
underdogs  roared  back 
with  15  straight  points  to 
take  an  22-18  lead  at  the 
end  of  the  period. 

The  Harrison  County 
team  seemed  to  get  tenta¬ 
tive  in  the  second  period 
and,  behind  some  timely 
three  point  shooting,  the 
Cardinals  rolled  out  to  a 
40-28  halftime  lead. 

South  Laurel  contin¬ 
ued  to  increase  the  lead 
in  the  early  stages  of  the 
third  quarter  until  they 
led  by  19  at  54-35  with 
just  over  three  minutes 
to  play  in  that  period. 

The  Breds  then  went 
on  a  scoring  run  scoring 
the  last  nine  points  of 
the  quarter  for  a  57-51 
Cardinal  lead  going  into 
the  last  segment  of  regu¬ 
lation. 

Harrison  County  out- 
scored  the  Cardinals 
early  in  the  fourth  to  tie 
the  game  at  57  each  and 
then  take  a  58-57  lead 
with  two  minutes  left. 

South  Laurel  rallied 
behind  some  key  play  by 
senior  Zack  Jones  to  take 
a  61-58  lead  before  a  last 
second  three  point  shot 
by  Stubbs  put  the  game 
into  overtime.

Stubbs 
was  the  scoring  leader 
for  Harrison  County 
with  19  points  including 
the  big  three  to  send  the 
game  into  overtime  and 
a  big  three  point  play  on 
a  rebound  basket  in  the 
second  overtime. 

Scott  Kendall,  whose 
second  half  play  was 
instrumental  in  Harrison 
County’s  rally,  was  also 
in  double  figures  with 
14  points.

But  he  was  more  than 
a  baseball  player  to  Cardinal  fans  and  to  baseball  in 
general. 

Willie  Mays,  one  of  the  greatest  center  fielders  of 
all  times,  was  quoted  as  saying  that  he  had  never 
heard  anyone  say  a  bad  word  about  “The  Man.” 

Mays  went  on  to  say  that  in  the  24  all  star  games 
that  he  played  with  Musial,  he  always  was  there  to 
help  him. 

Stan  Musial  was  signed  by  the  Cardinals  out  of 
Latrobe,  Penn.,  as  a  pitcher  but  injured  his  arm  and 
moved  to  the  outfield. 

He  played  22  years  for  the  Red  Birds  holding  55 
records  when  he  retired  in  1963  including  the  most 
hits  until  surpassed  in  1981. 

Musial  had  3,630  total  base  hits,  1,815  at  home  and 
1,815  on  the  road. 

“The  Man”  with  the  most  unorthodox  left  handed 
stance  had  a  single  in  his  last  at  bat.  Musial’s  pass¬ 
ing  made  me  recall  the  malaise  I  felt  when  Harry 
Carey  died  in  1998,  but  only  with  a  deeper  sadness. 

One  of  the  bad  things  about  getting  old  is  that 
your  heroes  die  whether  they  are  your  parents  or 
ballplayers  or  both. 

My  mother  loved  the  Cardinals,  especially  Musial, 
which  is  where  I  became  the  Cardinal  fan  that  I  am. 

My  family  made  a  few  trips  to  St.  Louis  when  my 
two  brothers,  my  sister  and  I  were  young  and  we 
always  went  to  a  ball  game. 

I  go  to  a  couple  every  year  now,  but  it  will  never  be 
the  same  knowing  that  Musial  is  gone. 

There  are  two  statues  of  Musial  at  the  ballpark, 
which  is  as  close  to  him  as  the  fans  will  now  be  able 
to  be.  Those  who  didn’t  see  him  play  will  not  know 
what  it  was  like  to  see  a  true  gentleman  play  the 
game.

Conservation  District  accepting  applications  for 
Ky.  Soil  Erosion,  Water  Quality  Cost  Share  program 


The  Harrison  County 
Conservation  District  is 
now  accepting  Kentucky 
Soil  Erosion  and  Water 
Quality  Cost  Share  appli¬ 
cations  on  a  continuous 
basis.  This  continual 
sign-up  is  designed  to 
make  the  program  more 
landowner  friendly  and 
help  address  the  needs 
of  a  landowner  at  any 
time  during  the  year.  As 
landowners  plan  con¬ 
servation  projects  with 
the  assistance  of  their 
local  conservation  dis¬ 
trict,  they  will  be  able  to 
apply  for  financial  assis¬ 
tance  for  those  projects 
without  having  to  wait 
for  a  designated  sign  up 
period. 


Thousands  of 

Kentucky  landown¬ 
ers  have  received  state 
assistance  through  the 
Kentucky  Soil  Erosion 
and  Water  Quality  Cost 
Share  program.  Known 
informally  as  state  cost 
share,  the  program  was 
created  in  1994  and  helps 
landowners  implement 
best  management  prac¬ 
tices  to  protect  soil  and 
water  resources  on  their 
property.  Since  the  pro¬ 
gram’s  inception,  more 
than  $129  million  has 
been  approved  for  use 
in  implementing  best 
management  practices 
through  more  than  15,000 
submitted  applications. 
This  money  has  assist¬ 


ed  landowners  in  all  of 
Kentucky’s  120  counties. 

Many  state  cost  share 
practices  are  offered 
through  the  state  cost 
share  program.  Some 
examples  are:  agricul¬ 
ture  and  animal  waste 
control  facilities,  stream- 
bank  stabilization,  ani¬ 
mal  waste  utilization, 
vegetative  filter  strips, 
integrated  crop  manage¬ 
ment,  pesticide  contain¬ 
ment,  sinkhole  protec¬ 
tion,  pasture  and  hay 
land  forage  quality  and 
heavy  use  area  protec¬ 
tion.

The  Kentucky  Soil 
Erosion  and  Water 
Quality  Cost  Share  pro¬ 
gram  is  funded  through

For  the  2013 
program  year,  $2.5  mil¬ 
lion  will  be  available  to 
landowners  across  the 
state.

Too  good  to  be  true?  Don’t  believe  outrageous  claims 


This  time  of  the 
year  subtle  warnings 
come  from  profession¬ 
als  reminding  the  con¬ 
sumer  to  be  skeptical  of 
mail  order  catalogues 
or  advertisements  that 
claim  “new  horticul¬ 
tural  breakthroughs,  ” 
otherwise  outrageous 
claims  or  mass  quanti¬ 
ties  of  things  for  bargain 
basement  prices. 

There  are  legitimate  “horticultural 
breakthroughs,”  but  usually  different 
terminology  is  used  and  you’ll  find 
them  at  your  local  stores. 

Selections,  hybrids  and  cultivars 
that  have  been  tested  by  professional 
nurseryman  are  introduced  each  year 
that  offer  better  bloom,  vigor,  cold  or 
heat  hardiness  and  taste. 

Basically,  don’t  believe  outrageous 
claims. 

The  coupon  circulars  that  come  in 
the  mail  or  nestled  in  our  daily  news¬ 
paper  are  full  of  weird  products  like 
painted  plates,  knitted  slippers,  wild¬ 
life  figures  and  “must-have”  plants. 

This  time  of  the  year  these  circulars 
prey  on  our  anticipation  of  spring. 
Giant  tomatoes,  one  tree  with  five  dif¬ 


ferent  fruits,  and  a  tree 
that  grows  3  feet  in  a 
week  share  space  with  $1 
off  coupons. 

And,  be  skeptical  of 
the  sensational  claims 
about  the  plants  that 
scam  the  most  people: 
the  giant  tomato  tree,  the 
royal  paulownia,  the  5  in 
1  fruit  tree  and  bargain 
bulbs  for  dirt  cheap. 

The  giant  tomato  tree  takes  the  prize 
for  the  worst  “sucker  plant.” 

Sure,  we  all  love  tomatoes  but  this 
tree  isn’t  even  a  tomato. 

The  tomato  tree  is  a  sub-tropical 
perennial  shrub  known  botanically  as 
Cyphomandra  betaceae. 

As  a  perennial  it  blooms  and  sets 
fruit  two  years  after  seedling  stage; 
the  fruit  looks  like  clusters  of  small 
pinkish  eggplant  and  the  taste  is  about 
the  same. 

The  fruit  of  the  tomato  tree  is 
described  as  resinous  (in  smell  and 
taste),  much  like  that  of  a  mild  or 
under  ripe  tomato. 

The  outer  skin  is  tough  and  unpleas¬ 
ant  in  flavor;  the  outer  flesh  is  bland; 
the  flesh  just  around  the  seeds  is  con¬ 
sidered  the  best  part. 


The  fruit  is  very  seedy  and  the  seeds 
are  larger  than  a  true  tomato.  It  sounds 
like  there  isn’t  a  whole  lot  to  the  toma¬ 
to  that  is  tasty. 

The  royal  paulownia,  or  the  Chinese 
empress  tree,  also  fools  many  impa¬ 
tient  gardeners  with  its  claims  of 
speedy  growth. 

The  claim  is  true,  the  paulownia  does 
grow  fast,  but  in  its  haste  it  looks  like  a 
weedy  tree  with  weak  spindly  branches 
and  an  overall  awkward  appearance. 

The  foxglove-like  blooms  are  indeed 
beautiful  but  around  here  it  is  not 
reliable  because  the  buds  swell  early 
and  are  often  nipped  back  by  a  frost 
or  freeze. 

The  paulownia  does  have  value  as  a 
managed  timber  tree,  in  mining  recla¬ 
mation  or  in  a  diverse  planting  where 
there  is  acreage,  but  for  the  average 
homeowner  a  paulownia  in  the  front 
yard  will  do  very  little  but  cause  main¬ 
tenance  issues  for  you  in  the  future. 

There  are  better,  relatively  fast-grow¬ 
ing  trees  that  will  serve  the  greater 
good  in  your  front  yard. 

Last  but  not  least,  the  5  in  1  fruit 
tree  which  claims  “an  avalanche  of 
luscious  fruit”  and  that  it  “smothers 
itself”  with  bushels  of  fruit  all  sum¬ 
mer  long. 

This  tree  has  five  different  fruit  trees 
grafted  onto  one  root  stock. 

Certain  varieties  are  more  vigorous 
than  others  so  you  have  a  pruning 
nightmare. 


Self-pollinating  varieties  are  typical¬ 
ly  chosen  but  you  will  get  poor  produc¬ 
tion  without  cross  pollination. 

Reviews  have  suggested,  too,  that  the 
tree  often  arrives  at  your  door  in  poor 
shape,  or  dead. 

The  website  forum  for  garden¬ 
ers  called  DavesGraden  has  a  great 
resource  if  you  are  considering  order¬ 
ing  from  a  catalogue  that  you  have 
not  used  before:  www.gardenwatchdog. 
com 

Here  gardeners  rate  and  comment 
on  their  own  experiences.  A  long  list 
of  scathing  comments  seemed  to  target 
the  two  names  that  are  associated  with 
the  plants  offered  through  the  circu¬ 
lars:  The  Michigan  Bulb  Company  and 
Gardener’s  Choice. 

Plants  shipped  from  Michigan  Bulb 
where  inferior  quality,  poorly  pack¬ 
aged,  nearly  dead,  and  sent  at  odd 
times  throughout  the  spring  and  early 
summer. 

Gardener’s  Choice  seems  to  be  reli¬ 
able  in  processing  your  credit  card  but 
unreliable  in  delivering  the  product. 

I  suppose  the  bottom  line  is  this:  you 
get  what  you  pay  for  and  that  outra¬ 
geous  claims  are  simply  that. 

You  can  find  what  you  need,  what 
will  do  well  in  Kentuckiana  and  the 
expertise  and  customer  service  we  all 
desire  right  in  your  own  backyard,  so 
shop  locally  not  through  the  coupon 
circulars. 


January:  A  good  check  point 
for  spring  heifer  programs

J anuary  is  an  extremely 
important  “checkpoint” 
in  spring  heifer  develop¬ 
ment  programs.  The  key 
to  proper  heifer  devel¬ 
opment  lies  in  under¬ 
standing  the  factors  that 
influence  conception  in 
yearling  heifers.  One  key 
factor  regulating  heifer 
fertility  is  age  at  puber¬ 
ty.  Most  producers  don’t 
consider  age  at  puberty 
of  their  heifers  to  be  a 
major  problem,  yet  few 
know  how  many  heifers 
are  actually  cyclic  at  the 
beginning  of  the  breed¬ 
ing  season. 

A  Nebraska  study  dem¬ 
onstrated  that  the  propor¬ 
tion  of  heifers  that  were 
pubertal  on  the  first  day 
of  the  breeding  season 
varied  greatly  over  five 
consecutive  years  in  a 
single  herd.  The  percent¬ 
age  of  heifers  that  were 
pubertal  on  the  first  day 
of  the  breeding  season 
ranged  from  only  21  per¬ 
cent  to  as  high  as  64  per¬ 
cent  over  the  five-year 
period.  For  maximum 
fertility  and  reproduc¬ 
tive  performance,  heifers 
must  have  had  at  least 
one  estrus  before  the 
beginning  of  the  breed¬ 
ing  season.  Our  goal  then 
is  to  incorporate  repro¬ 
ductive  management 
techniques  to  reduce  the 
age  of  puberty,  increase 
fertility  and  shorten  the 
interval  to  conception. 

One  of  the  largest  fac¬ 
tors  responsible  for  regu¬ 
lating  puberty  in  heifers 
is  weight.  For  puberty 
to  occur,  heifers  must 


weigh  at  least  65  percent 
of  their  mature  weight. 
This  weight  is  referred 
to  as  their  target  weight. 
Most  heifer  development 
programs  require  that 
heifers  reach  their  tar¬ 
get  weight  by  the  onset 
of  their  first  breeding 
season.  Because  fertility 
increases  until  the  third 
estrus  after  puberty,  heif¬ 
ers  should  reach  their 
target  weight  at  least  30 
days  before  the  start  of 
the  breeding  season.  I 
refer  to  this  date  as  the 
target  date. 

January  is  the  time 
to  determine  if  your 
heifers  are  “on  track”. 
Most  yearling  heifers 
will  need  to  reach  700  to 
800  pounds  (their  pro¬ 
jected  target  weight) 
by  mid-April  to  ensure 
high  fertility,  assuming 
that  the  heifer  breeding 
season  starts  about  mid- 
May.  Weigh  your  heifers 
to  determine  how  much 
they  have  left  to  gain  to 
reach  their  target  weight. 
If  the  heifers  weighed  on 
average  600  pounds  and 
their  target  weight  is  750 
pounds  then  they  will 
need  to  gain  150  pounds 
or  1.5  to  1.6  pounds  each 
day  to  reach  their  tar¬ 
get  weight  by  mid- April. 
Heifers  should  reach  a 
body  condition  score  of 
5.0  to  5.5  by  their  target 
date. 

The  next  important 
phase  in  heifer  develop¬ 
ment  occurs  one  month 
prior  to  the  start  of  the 
breeding  season.  At  this 
time,  heifers  should  be 
vaccinated  (Vibrio  fetus, 


Leptospirosis  and  the 
respiratory  disease  com¬ 
plex  which  includes  PI3, 
BRSV,  BVD  and  IBR; 
modified-live  vaccine  is 
preferred),  dewormed 
and  pelvic  area  mea¬ 
sured.  Heifers  with  small 
pelvic  areas,  especially  if 
they  are  also  large,  tend 
to  have  greater  difficulty 
calving.  Now  is  the  time 
to  contact  your  local  vet¬ 
erinarian  to  schedule 
this  pre-breeding  work. 

Producers  should  con¬ 
sider  estrus  synchroni¬ 
zation  and/or  artificial 
insemination.  Estrus 
synchronization  and  AI 
have  many  advantages 
which  include:  higher 
pregnancy  rates;  heavi¬ 
er,  more  uniform  calves 
at  weaning;  increased 
production  and  labor 
efficiency.  The  greatest 
advantage  of  AI  is  the 
ability  to  use  superior, 
more  predictable  sires. 
Since  a  majority  of  calv¬ 
ing  problems  in  a  herd 
occur  when  calving  first- 
calf  heifers,  it  seems 
only  logical  to  synchro¬ 
nize  and  AI  your  heifers 
to  proven  calving  ease 
bulls.  Contact  your  local 
AI  technician  to  sched¬ 
ule  a  time  to  breed  your 
heifers. 

Proper  heifer  develop¬ 
ment  is  one  of  the  key 
components  to  profitabil¬ 
ity  in  a  beef  cattle  opera¬ 
tion.  Understanding 
the  principles  of  heifer 
development  can  enable 
you  to  incorporate  man¬ 
agement  techniques  to 
improve  the  efficiency 
of  your  operation.
